Ordinarily, it is not diincult to 
distinguish between a deail animal 
and one that ia alive. With plants 
it b different. Under conditions of 
severe drought, the gra^s in a 
meadow or lawn may look dead; but 
only a day or two after ruin it i, 
obviously very much alive. Seeds 
ehow no signs of life until they arc 
provided with conditions f.avourablo 
to germinatbn, and someti nos they 
may bo alive, but dormant, and re¬ 
fuse to germinate even under appar¬ 
ently favourable circum,l.'’nce3. 

When harvest weather is line, and 
ia the absence of daiaigo by diseases 
or insects, field • crop reeds are 
usually alive. This fall, he.rvcstinf; 
renditions have been very bad, in 
many districts, and frost has un¬ 
doubtedly damaged a good deal of 
grain. Most farmers, therefore, will 
be wise to make a germin.ition test 
or have one made.
